Morris Herzstein, the attending sur j 
geon, does not fear any serious effects 
from the bullett wound in hershouloer. 

City Marshal Kneese and Night 
Watchman Aeheson of this city were 
notified shortly after the shooting and 
they immediately proceeded along! 
Ban Bruno road to the hills north of! 
this city where it was reported that 
the man had escaped to. No traces of 
him were found. 

In the evening a man suspected of 
doing the shooting was seen boarding 
a southbound electric car at Colma. A 
telephone message was sent to Ban ; 
Mateo officers. Constable Owen of 
Ban Mateo arrested the suspected man 
at Berresford. lie proved to be Jas. 
Greelish, an ex-convict. He is now 
confined in the county jail at Red-j 
wood City. .

AMBITIOUS PLANS 
OF FAIRJRECTORS 

President Moore Outlines Basis 
That Will Be Adopted 

President C. C. Moore, of the Expo¬ 
sition Directors, makes a statement 
from which the following is taken: 

The plan is to make' the exposition 
around the central part of San Fran¬ 
cisco. In other words, it is our idea 
to start from the ferry depot and have 
constructed a marine boulevard that

will extend around Telegraph Hill to 
Harbor View, thence to the Presidio, 
to Lincoln Park, and from there to 
Golden Gate Park, and thence to the 
civic center at Market street and Van 
Ness avenue. This boulevard will be 
the grandest marine drive in the 
world. 

It is planned to improve and beau¬ 
tify historic Telegraph Hill and the 
city park thereon, and also build an 
observatory there. On that command¬ 
ing eminence, which was so important 
to mariners in the early days of San 
Francisco, will be placed a wireless 
telegraph station, which will be one 
of the largest and most far reaching 
yet constructed, so that we can be in 
constant communication with the 
fleets of the earth passing through the 
isthmus on its opening, and other at¬ 
tractive features. 

The general thought is to have the 
concessions and evening life, together 
with such exhibits or features of the 
exposition that properly lend them¬ 
selves thereto, at Harbor View. It is 
our belief that the government will 
do its share in the placing of perma¬ 
nent improvements at Fort Mason and 
the Presidio. The Burnham plan calls 
for the construction of a yacht harbor 
at Harbor View, and a small harbor 
park is also under consideration. 
These are the tentative plans of the 
exposition. 

COf-DPERATION GF GOVERNMENT 

Exposition Company Assured of War 
Department’s Support. 

Major B. Frank Cheatham, attached 
to the Quartermaster’s Department at 
Washington, D. C„ who is in San Fran¬ 
cisco representing the Secretary of 

War on matters connected with the

inspection and construction of Federal 
works in and around San Francisco, 
raid recently he had been empowered 
by the War Department to notify the 
directors of the Panama-Pacific Expo¬ 
sition that the Government was will¬ 
ing to aid any plan for improving 
Federal property in the military res¬ 
ervations in San Francisco. 

“My mission here is more or less 
secret,” said Major Cheatham, “and I 
can only say that it has to do with 
construction work at the Presidio, 
Fort Mason and Angel Island. I am 
not here, however, to take any official 
action regarding the proposed im¬ 
provements which must be a result of 
any attempt to connect Lincoln and 
Golden Gate Parks with the Presidio 
and Harbor View. 

‘‘Unofficially, I may say it is my 
personal opinion that a happy solution 
of the problem of where to put the 
exposition has been reached. The 
boulevard which is contemplated will 
not only be of great value to San 
Francisco, but also of tremendous 
value to the military authorities, and 
I have no doubt every assistance, for 
the purpose of its construction, will 
be rendered by the War Department.

It was 
accepted and the Governor named 
| Thomas S. Williams, a San Francisco 
tailor, to the vacancy. Hale, in re¬ 
signing, gave his reason the pressure 
of private business and the fact that 
he has been unable to devote the time 
necessary to the duties demanded of 
a member of the Commission. 

Franklin A. Griffin, former law as¬ 
sociate of Governor Johnson, will be¬ 
come executive secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernor, succeeding Professor Reed, re¬ 
signed. 

Having smelted the last pound of 
ore on hand when Judge Morrow 
made his smoke decree on June 20th, 
the Balaklala Copper Company at 
Coram, Cal., has been shut down. The 
mine was closed the day after the 
decree was made in favor of the farm¬ 
ers. The $1,000,000 smelter will be 
left standing. Not a single piece of 
machinery will be taken out and 
shipped away. 

The naval authorities at Mare island 
will co-operate with the people of 
Vallejo in every way possible in the 
entertainment to be given the sailors 
of the Pacific fleet in about three 
weeks. When the entertainment com¬ 
mittee called on Commandant Mayo 
and Rear-Admiral Thomas they were 
told that close to 1000 sailors would 
be granted liberty and allowed to par¬ 
ticipate in the various events.

Francisco in 1915. Los Angeles was 
chosen as the next convention city. 

Vice-President Dunnaway and Chief 
Engineer Oliver of the Northern Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon Railway Company 
have just spent a couple of days look¬ 
ing over the proposed depot sites and 
rights of way leading into Lakeview.

BODY OF MAY ILG 
IS WASHED ASHORE 

Brother Identities Remains as 
Those ot His Sister 

William Ug Thursday night identi¬ 
fied the body of a woman cast ashore 
by the tide at Pebble Beach, three 
miles from Bolinas, as that of his 
sister. May Gertrude Ug, who dis¬ 
appeared from her home, 164 Hartford 
street, San Francisco, Monday night, 
July 17th, and for whom police and 
private detectives and relatives have 
been conducting a systematic search 
since. 

Ttie body was so badly decomposed 
that the features were unrecognizable, 
but tlie brother made the identification 
from the gold filling in the teeth, a 
peculiar gold braid the missing girl 
wore about her neck, a silver belt 
buckle, and from her clothing. 

Finding of the Body. 

The body was found cast ashore at 
Pebble Beach by Donald Perry and 
Ferard Leicester of San Anselmo, who 
are spending a vacation at Bolinas. 
They had been out fishing during the 
afternoon, and saw the body at 3 
o’clock. Joseph E. Petar, the store¬ 
keeper there, immediately called, up 
Coroner F. E. Sawyer’s office at San 
Rafael. 

No Mark of Violence. 

The girl wore a white waist, a blue 
skirt and was without coat or hat 
when found. There was no mark of 
violence found upon the body, and no 
evidence that an assault had been 
made upon the girl. From the con¬ 
dition of the body, Deputy Coroner 
Keaton says he believes it had been 
in the water nine or ten days. 

From the position of the body it is 
possible that the woman was drowned 
in San Francisco bay and carried to 
the place where the remains were 
found by the tides. William 11 g, the 
brother, wbo viewed the remains at 
Bolinas, could not give any explana¬ 
tion of the drowning, but seemed in¬ 
clined to the belief that his sister had 
committed suicide.

Cleaning Barley For Seed. 

One of the principal difficulties that 
have obtained in the growing of barley 
ns well as other crops is that sutli- 
ci6iit attention has not been paid to 


AMONG the important crops iu the 
states of the central west, 
northwest and Pacific coast 
are barley and bops, both of 
which require considerable care In 
cultivation. The chief market for the 
better grades of barley is the malting 
Industry, which supplies principally 
the brewing and distilling trades. The 
principal and almost exclusive market 
for hops is the brewing industry. 

For a number of years American 
and European scientists have devoted 
much inquiry to these crops for the 
purpose of deciding upon which prop¬ 
erties are conditioned their value to 
the consumer. 

With regard to barley, there is con¬ 
siderable difference of opinion, the 
views of American and European in¬ 
vestigators diverging to an extent. 
With regard to hops, scientific inquiry 
has not yet proceeded far enough to 
state with any degree of certainty 
which are the leading characters of 
the plant that make up its value to 
the manufacturer who uses it. 

Departments of Agriculture Study 
Barley and Hops. 

The agronomists and chemists of the 
State Agricultural colleges and several 
specialists of the United States de¬ 
partment of agriculture have devoted 
a great deal of time to the study of 
barley and hops and their improve¬ 
ment. They have been advising the 
farmers to devote attention to the pro¬ 
duction of those properties in these 
crops which are most desired by the 
consumer. In this work, however, 
they have met with considerable dilH- 
culty from the fact that tffey have 
been unable to state positively what 
those properties are that the consumer 
desires.
